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$ CURRENT TRENDS 
Week Ending 20 July 1946 


Following a sharp spurt upward last week the annual admission rate per 1,000 for All Ceuses decreased 
13.8% this week to 499, This compares favorably with the rate for the corresponding period last year which 
was 594, All disease categories contributed to the decrease this week, there being no increases in the 
District totals. The rates for Districts showed a decrease for all causes, except the 7th which increased 
13%, The 6th District continues to be high with 841 and the 4th low with 302, 


The combined rate for Respiratory Diseases was 76.5, a decrease of 28%, as compared to the 106.2 for 
the previous week. A year ago the rate was 128. The decrease in the Total Respiratory Disease rate for 
this week was apparent for all Districts except the 6th and 7th who contrarily reported respective increases 
of 2 and 35% The 5th Dietrict is high with 140.7 and the River Commands low with 32.3. Hight Districts 
have weekly rates below the continental average. 


INFLUENZA AND CATARRHAL FEVER, ACUTE, The combined rate for these two diseases was 33.8. This is 
25.4% below the 45.3 reported for last week. The current rate compares favorably to the corresponding rate 
& year ago which was over twice as high, 85.27. Though the overall picture for these diseases is favorable, 
gains were shown by five of the Districts, The 4th District with a 81% decrease for the week is now low 
and the 6th District is high. 


PNEUMONIA-BRONCHO AND LOBAR, The current rate for these diseases is 0.8. A week ago the corresponding 
rate was 1.1 and a year ago, 2.0. The low for this year to date 0.4. For this week incidence was reported 
by only two Districts, the 5th and llth, 4 


PNEUMONIA, ATYPICAL, Decreasing 28.6% this week to 2.0 the rate for this disease is same as for the 
corresponding period a year ago. The 5th District registered the only increase in admissions for this 
cause, 5S over last week, Cases were reported for only the 5th, 8th and llth Districts. 


TONSILLITIS AND PHARYNGITIS, ACUTE. The admission rate for these infections dropped this week to 39.5, 


a decrease of 30.2% from last weeke rate of 57.0. A year ago the rate was 39, The trend for this category 


is quite favorable considering that for the week seven Districts showed decreases of 25% or more. The 5th 
District is high with a rate 70.0 and the Potomac and Severn River Commands low with 12.3, 


SCARLET FEVER. The rate for this disease showed further improvement by decreasing 42.1% this week to 
1.1 admissions per 1,000. A year ago the rate was 6. Four Districts accounted for the cases reported, 


MEASLES. The rate for this disease is 0.5 as against 2.2 a week ago and 1 a year ago. The only cases 
reported were from the 4th, 5th and 13th Districts and the River Commands. Four Districts who last week 
reported incidence now are free of the disease.
